LONDON, Nov. 9.—The latest developments brought about by the surrender of the 


great fortress of Saloniki with its garrison of 25,000 men leaves only three centers, Scutari, 


Monastir, and Janina in the western field of operations in the hands of the Turks while 


in the eastern theatre of war two of the forts guarding Arianople have fallen into the 


dands of the Bulgarian besiegers and another Bulgarian army is actually behind the eastern 


end of the Tchatalja lines outside Constantinople. The Servians and Greeks at the same 


time are marching victoriously through Macedonia and Albania. 


A greater danger than the Balkan war, however, now threatens Europe. The powers 


forming the Triple Alliance (Germany, Austria-Hungary and Italy) and those composing 


the Triple Entente (France, Great Britain and Russia) are divided into two distinct camps 


as to the policy to be followed when peace between Turkey and the Balkan allies has 


been brought about. 


Absolutely ignoring the threat of Austria-Hungary that she will not tolerate the Servian 


occupation of Albania or of a. port on the Adriatic sea, the armies of King Peter continue 


their advance through the country which they have been practically ordered to keep out of. 


They are also making their way to'the Adriatic coast which can have only one object in 


view, namely the seizure of one or more ports.

now on the government's-pension roll 
538,000 soldiers and sailors, 321,932 de- 
pend entK and widows and 362 army 
nurses, according to the annual report 
oC the pension bureau made public yes- 
terday. These, include 437,203 survivors 
of the Civil war and 23S widows of the 
"War of 1S12. To provide for all of them 
this year, $151,558.141 hns hoen appro- 
priated, a decreaau of $3,276,096 from 
"ast year. 


It is estimated that there -were 2,313,- 


3G5 individuals in the military and na- 
val service of the United States in the 
Civil war, and that upward of 75 per 
cent of them are now dead. 


Thu report predicts that tho abolish- 


ment' of the pension agencies, effective 
Jan. 31, 1913, and the payment of all

60,000 


NEW HAVEN, Nov. 9.—Plans for 


Yale's proposed coliseum for 
football 


were made public last evening at a 
mass meeting of the undergraduates. 
Members of the committee in charge of 
the. erection of the,building addressed 
the students on the need of more play- 
grounds and a permanent 
football 


stand. 


It is estimated that $700,000 will be ^ 


reauired to carry out the plans of thej.j-4. 
committee, which call for 5150,000 for 
land, 5300,000 for a coliseum, $100,000 
for a clubhouse, 550,000 for a new base- 
ball stand and 5100,000 for the general 
development of playgrounds. 
Of this 
amount only the 5150,000 for the land 
lias been raised. 


The- proposed coliseum will seat 60,- 


000 persons. It will be in the shape of 
a great bowl, 25 feet of which will be 
sunken in the ground and 35 more built 
up on excavated earth. The entrances 
ivlll be through tunnels runnink be- 
neath, the big run of earth, that will 
hold up the upper portion of the coli- 
ieum. 
It will be possible to increase the 


seating capacity of the 
coliseum to 


100,000 seats by building a steel struc- 
.ure over the top row of seats. 
This plan has been accepted because 


Jt is tho cheapest that has yet been 
devised. It does away with the cost of 
steel and forms a permanent structure. 
There will be nothing In the structure 
but concrete except. wooden seats for 
he spectators. 
Thu plan is to raise the necessary 


'unds by selling privileges which will 
entitle the holder to thft right to pur-

Four hundred 
bushels potatoes had already been dis- 
tributed among the four Shaker fami- 
lies at Jit. Lebanon.

Hill Which .They Had Ascended in 
Water -- Both Will Recover. 


Jack and Jill, tlia two charming 


children of Mr. Jack JiH and Mrs. 
Jill, were the unfortunate victims yes- 
terday of a painful though not neces- 
sarily dangerous contretemps.

accident occurred on the slope of the 
hill near the home of the two injured 
children at 304 Mount Vernon avonuo. 


The well from which the Jills pro-

hills, but that is where the Jill well 
differs from the common or garden 
variety. 
It would have been much 


easier and cheaper for Mr. Jill to 
have had his water hole put in at the 
foot of the slope in question. But he 
happens to be an earnest advocate of 
violent exercise for the young and 
when the well arrived from New York 
he had it inserted at the top. Thus, 
much against their wishes, the Jill 
children have, by dint of carrying 
heavy buckets up and water down the 
.ill, blossomed Into the robust child-

hood which camo so near to an un- 
timely end yesterday. 


Jack will be seven years of age the 


middle of next month, and Jill is some 
two years his junior. In spite of their 
tender years they are so well devel- 
oped that they survived an accident 
which would have been fatal to many 
a grown person. The Jill family's con- 
stant uso of the dampness has con- 
tributed a good deal to this. In ad- 
dition to a couple of horses, tho fam- 
ily numbers among its pets a small 
flock of Pekin ducks.

They are 


there so thick that they need straps to 
hang on. I have repeatedly warned 
the inhabitants of this part of town 
against using water from this well. 
I shall at once recommend that the 
well be pulled up and destroyed." 


Mrs. Jill stated last night that she 


was thankful that her children had 
side-stepped the Grim Reaper. 
She 


said that when tho well was planned 
she advocated putting it In at the bot- 
tom of the hill, and that she would 
use her Influence to have her husband 
fit the shack with pipes and connect 
onto a city water main. 


Both Jack and Jill were resting

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WORTHY LESSON FROM LAWRENCE 


The city of Lawrence has been widely criticized in the press of th 


country on account of the industrial conditions which were made to appca 
very much worse than they really were. But we are glad to say a gooi 
word for the city of Lawrence in regard to the work it has done and is 
doing for the prevention of tuberculosis. 


The Lawrence board of health has issued one of the best circulars on 


the prevention and cure of tuberculosis that it has be™ our privilege to see 
and such circulars are sent in great numbers to (he newspaper offices. 
-Tiiis circular from Lawrence is couched in very simple language and is ot 
reasonable length, although it is as comprehensive as some that are ranch 
larger. 


The circular first explains tuberculosis, how it is contracted and how 


it proves fatal. The subject of cure is treated under three heads, namely, 
. i'uitb, Hope and Charity. The final section on prevention is as follows:— 


It is a public duty to prevent the spread of disease. Tuber- 


culosis is a communicable disease. Consumptives should be more 
careful than sufferers from other sicknesses. 


Consumptives should avoid the use of 
alcohol. They should 


have nine hours sleep, sleeping alone if possible, and in rooms to 
themselves. 


Sleeping room windows should be kept open day and night, 


in all weathers.- They should provide themselves with individual 
dining utensils, drinking cups, towels, etc. 


Consumptives cough up much matter or sputum. It is highly 


dangerous to all healthy persons because it contains large number 
of tubercle bacilli or germs capable of transmitting the disease. 


Consumptives should never swallow sputum, for in this way 


.the disease is spread to other parts of the body.. Males 
should 


wear no beard or mustache to which 
germ-lnden 
sputum 
may 


adhere. 


Those suffering from tuberculosis should never spit on floors, 


sidewalks, or public places, for sputum 
quickly 
dries, 
becomes 


powdered and flies around as clouds of highly-infected poisoned 
dust. 


They should not spit on handkerchiefs or rags, for later these 


will soil the hands, face and clothing. 
Avoid the nasty house fly; 


they carry germs on their feet. 


Consumptives should wipe their 
lips 
with 
paper 
napkins. 


These should be held before the mouth when coughing or sneez- 
ing, to catch the tine spit particles thrown out. When used 
tile napkin should be burned. 


Careless consumptives give the disease to other persons but if 


precautions are taken the disease can be arrested, Isolated in the 
feu patients, treated and cured.

massacre of the Christian residents. This victory by the Greeks, attended 
as it^wns by the capture of '27,000 prisoners, is one of the fatal blows to 
Turkish power in Europe. The Bulgarian armies on the other hand have 
the stronghold of Adrianople ready to surrender and arc at the gates of 
Constantinople. In all probability by Monday or at the latest some time 
next week, this historic city will be in possession of the Bulgarian army, 
and Ihe Sultan and his court will have fled to Asia Minor. 
Then the 


Balkan allies will be in a position to dictate the terms' of peace, and they 
will do so without any obsequious deference to tbc powers of Kurope. It. 
if- quite probable that European Turkey will be partitioned among the allies 
and that a new arrangement will be made with the powers in regard to 
Constantinople, the navigation of the Dardanelles and the Sea of Marmora. 
Nothing: but pood can result from this war which brings to Turkey ter- 
rible retribution for the many fiendish atrocities perpetrated by Turkey 
upon the Christians within her dominions. 
War is terrible while it lasts.

Warships Reassuring 


Some of the sensational stories tele- 


graphed abroad concerning the situa- 
tion in Constantinople not only are ex- 
aggerated but mischievous, as they arc 
likely not only to react locally, but 
cause anxiety among1 friends of mem- 
bers of the foreign colonies here. 


The presence of warships of the for- 


eign powers, which It is understood 
soon will number 12, is surest guaran- 
tee of tho safety of property and lives 
of Europeans, but the Turks also de- 
serve credit for the strong measures 
taken for keeping 
order 
within 
the 


capital. 


The authorities are acting under a 


plan arranged by the foreign ofik-e and 
tho foreign consulates also have de- 
vised arrangements to 
protect 
their 


subjects. Two British steamers are ly- 
ing in the harbor, ready 
to embark 


British subjects and the people of other 
countries have similarly been provided 
for. 


Tho lack of news from the theatre .of 


operations confirms the, view already 
telegraphed that the Bulgarians as well 
as the Turks are much exhausted from 
the fierce battles at Lulc Burgas and 
Tohorlu. 
Cholera Suspected 


Pitiful scenes continue to be wit- 


nessed daily with the arrival of train- 
loads of wounded from the front. It Is 
a significant fact that most of these 
men are slightly injured, which would 
indicate that the badly wounded would 
have small chance of being picked up. 


Almost \vithout-oxception the wound- 


ed are on the verge of collapse from 
exhaustion. 
Many have been without 


attention for days and a majority of 
them without food or water'for 24 
hours. 


The hospitals are 
already 
over- 


crowded and symptoms 
resembling 


cholera have appeared. Those suspected 
of having the disease are isolated in a 
special shed. 


If the dread cholera should come to 


Constantinople, where already there is 
much distress and suffering: among the 
wounded and the refugees, the conse- 
quences are too horrible to 
contem- 


plate. 


It is impossible, even roughly, to es- 


timate the number o£ refugees in the 
capital. There are fresh arrivals each 
day and every mosque in Stamboul and 
the suburbs is crowded. Families from 
various villages and districts are striv- 
ing as much as possible to keep to- 
gether. 


All the refugees seem 
resigned 
to 


their fate and anxious to go to Asia 
Minor, where they say the government 
has promised to give them land. Their 
long strings of carts with the children 
and household effects in them gave the 
appearance of the exodus of the Turk- 
ish race from Europe.

These include 107,263 survivors 
of the Civil war and 23S widows of the 
\\~nr of 1S12. To provide for all of them 
this year, $151,558,141 lias been appro- 
priated, a decrease of $3,27i>,OyG from 
last year. 


It is estimated that there wero 2,313,- 


365 individuals in the military and na- 
val service of the United Stales In the 
Civil war, and that upward of 75 per 
cent of them are now dead. 
The report predicts that the abolish- 


ment of tho pension agencies, effective 
Jan. 31, 1913, and the payment of all 
pensions direct from the pension bu- 
reau, will result in a more ufiicioni and

duplication of work and savins ex- 
pense. 


The total number of pensioners under 
general pension laws is S3S.210, their 
pensions aggregating- S144,973,5r)9, and 
under special acts of congress 22.0SJ, 
aggregating $6,554,572 annually.

There will be nothing iu tho structure 
but concrete except wooden seats for 
the spectators. 
The plan is to raise tho necessarv 


funds by selling privileges which will 
entitle the holder to the right to pur- 
chase football tickets. A subscription 
of 5100 will entitle the subscriber to 
buy two tickets, and a subscription of 
nooo will insure the right to buy ten 
tickets. This will be the largest privi- 
lege that will be sold.

Eugene N. Foss has 
set this day for this purpose, and ac- 
cordingly set a proclamation all over 
the state calling upon every citizen to 
co-operate in reducing the fire haz- 
ard by clearing away all rubbish, and 
preparing it for collection_by city_a.r 
town authorities. 


The Lowell board of trade favoring 


this movement sent a request to all the 
local citizens to co-operate with the lo- 
cal health department during the com- 
ing week, beginning today, and clean 
up their yards, attics and cellars as 
well as any other place which may con- 
tain rubbish, and which when cleared 
greatlv reduce the danger o£ fire. 
The" city is divided into six districts 


and the health 
department 
rubbisn 


carts will take away the collection on 
the usual days, but the department will 
sec that everything In the line ot rub- 
bish will be carted away in due timt.

country on account of tlio industrial conditions which were inuilc to appear 
very much worse than they really were. 
But we are glad to say a good 


word for the c-iiy ol' Lawrence in regard to the work it has done and is 
doing for the prevention of tuberculosis. 


The Lawrence board of health has issued one of the best circulars on 


the prevention and cure of tuberculosis that it tins been our privilege to see; 
and such circulars are sent in preat numbers to the newspaper offices. 
This circular from Lawrence is couched in very simple language and is of 
reasonable length, although it is as comprehensive as some that are much 
larger. 


The circular first explains tuberculosis, how it is contracted and how 


it proves fatal. 
The subject of cure ix treated under three heads, namely, 


Faith, Hope and Charily. 
The final section on prevention is as follows:— 


It ts a public duty to prevent the spread of disease. Tuber- 


culosis is a communicable disease. 
Consumptives should be more 


careful than sufferers from other sicknesses. 


Consumptives should avoid the use of 
alcohol. They should 


have nine hours sleep, sleeping alone if possible, and in rooms to 
themselves. 


Sleeping room windows should be kept open day and night, 


in all weathers. 
They should provide themselves with individual 


dining utensils, drinking: cups, towels, etc. 


Consumptives cough up much matter or sputum. It Is highly 


dangerous to all healthy persons because it contains large number 
of tubercle bacilli or Rcrrns capable of transmitting the- disease. 


Consumptives should never swallow sputum, for in this way 


the disease is spread to other parts of the body. 'Males 
should 


wear no beard or mustache to which 
germ-laden 
sputum 
may 


fl'Jhr-re. 


Those suffering from tuberculosis should never spit on floors, 


sidewalks, or public places, for sputum quickly 
dries, 
becomes 


powdered and flies around as clouds of highly-infected poisoned 
dust. 


They should not spit on handkerchiefs or rags, for later these 


will soil the hands, face and clothing. Avoid tlm nasty house fly; 
they carry germs on their feet. 


Consumptives should wipe their 
lips 
with 
paper 
napkins. 


These should be held before tho mouth when coughing or sneez- 
ing, to catch the line spit particles thrown out. When used once 
the napkin should be burned. 


Careless consumptives sive the disease to other persons, but if 


precautions arc taken the disease can be arrested, isolated in the 
few patients, treated and cured.
